Facing The Pierced Jesus 


Sermon Preached On| 


Sunday Night, April. 


26, 1936 (Reported 
Stenographically) 


(Sunday Night sermon, April 26, 
1936, preached at Fundamentalist 
Baptist Tabernacle by Pastor John 
R. Rice, stenographically reported) . 
PRAYER: “Our dear Father, open 
our hearts to the truth and let peo- 
ple care about Jesus who died for 
sinners. Let me preach with bold- 
ness, and let sinners see their guilt 
of the death of Jesus. Grant that 
sinners may be saved and Chris- 
tians blessed: that all that I may 
say tonight will be for that purpose 
alone: that the singing, preaching 
and all may be used of God and 
that when we go everybody will 
say, “God was there.” Let us go 
away rejoicing in souls saved, iri 
Thy presence and blessing, for Jes- 
us’ sake. Lord, we are nothing 
without Thee, and all our work is 
nothing without Thy help. Amen. 


In the book of John, the 19th 
chapter, open your Bible and begin 
with verse 31 and read: 


31. The Jews therefore, because 
it was.the preparation, that the 
bodies should not remain upon 
the cross on the sabbath day, 
(for that sabbath day was an high 
day), (that is the day of the prep- 
aration of the Passover Lamb) 
besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. 


82. Then came the soldiers, 


aE 


and brake the legs of the first, 
and of the other which was cru- 
cified with him. 

33. But when they came to 
Jesus, and saw that he was dead 
already, they brake not his legs. 

34. But one of the soldiers 
with a spear pierced his side, 
and forwith came there out blood 
and water. 

35.. And he that saw it bare 
record and his record is true; and 
he knoweth that he saith true, 
that ye might believe. 

36. For these things were done, 
that the Scripture should be ful- 
filled, A bone of him shall not 

be broken. 

37, And again another Scrip- 
ture saith, They shall look on 
him whom they pierced. 


I want you to notice particular- 
ly that phrase quoted from Zecha- 
riah 12:10, “They shall look on him 
whom they pierced” quoted by the 
inspired apostle here in the New 
Testament. I will preach upon that 
in a little bit. I call your 
attention to a remarkable thing. 
See, if you can, in your mind, the 
scene. Here are three crosses. I 
hope that, etched upon your mind 
unforgetably, you will see the thief 
on this cross and the thief on that 
cross, anguished and bitter in their 
pain and their railings. Here is 
Jesus the Son of God, the Saviour 
of the world, and over His head 
is written in Latin and Hebrew and 
Greek, “This is Jesus of Nazareth 
the King of the Jews!” You heard 
the story as told in the song by 
Brother Stroh when He said, “Fa- 
ther, forgive them; they know not 
what they do,” and “It is finished” 
and He gave up the ghost. He had 


remembered His mother and said 
to John, “Son, behold thy Mother.” 
And Jesus now died. Here is the 
story I want you to get. 


The soldiers came. . .This is the 
day they prepare the passover 
lamb in the whole nation at this 
time. Every home is ready and 
they kill the passover lamb. -They 
have kept the lamb up three days. 
It must be a male lamb of the first 
year. Now after three days of 
preparation and testing, if there 
were any sickness or blemish it 
would have appeared in that time. 
Now that lamb is being killed, a 
lamb for a family. If one family 
is not large enough to eat a lamb, 
then two families take a lamb. The 
whole nation is killing that lamb. 
Tonight is the night of the pass- 
over. Tonight, as for 1,500 years, 
this time every year, it is the time 
of the passover; It is the time of 
year when 1,500 years ago the blood 
taken from a lamb, a lamb from 
every house in Bgypt, was struck 
on the two door posts and on the 
lintel above the door. And that 
night the death angel came into 
the land of Egypt, and on every 
house where there was no blood 
on the door, the death angel en- 
tered and the firstborn son was 
smitten and slain. This day is the 
preparation for the passover. 


The High Priest said, “We don’t 
mind about having Him crucified. 
But we must observe our traditions 
and we must keep our ceremonies. 
We don’t care anything about the 
spirit of it, but we want the letter 
of it. Hurry and take Him down 
from the cross, tomorrow is a high 
day, a sabbath day.” This was

Toyohiko Kagawa, Japanese so- 


Cialist, has been touring America 


under the auspices of the leading 


_denominations and of the Federal 


Council of Churches. There are 
many attractive things about this 
oriental. He has voluntarily much 
of the time lived a life of self- 
denial among the poorest of his 
people. He professes to have high 
ethical and moral standards and 
has a passion for the betterment 
of poor people. He claims to be 
a Christian, but in reality he is 
a moralist, modernist, an unbeliev- 
er. He teaches a Christ who was a 
martyr, but not the very Son of 
God; a Bible which is full of beau- 
tiful teachings but not infallibly 
correct, and a Christianity depend- 
ing on good living instead of a su- 
pernatural new birth from above 
by personal faith in Christ. 


His immediate purpose in this 
country is not primarily the spread 
of Christianity but the spread of 
communism and socialism. His pet 
hobby is the forming of “Consum- 
er’s Codperatives” to do away with 
retail stores and allow the consum- 
er reduced living cost by putting 
retail merchants out of employ- 
ment. 

Kagawa, said to be a brilliant 
and magnetic personality, has de- 
ceived and enlisted the aid of many 
men hithertofore counted as ortho- 
dox Christians, A careful study, 
however, will prove that his doc- 
trine is deadly poison.

T. Myron Webb, of Enid, Okla- 
homa, for April. The article is 
entitled “Kagawa and the ‘Social 
Gospel.’” I believe the Moody 
Monthly also called attention to 
the wicked unbelief of this Japan- 
ese socialist who comes to Amer- 
ica under the guise of Christianity. 


We are against the Federal 
Council of Churches, who helped 
bring Kagawa to America for the 
following reasons: 

1. The leadership of the Federal 
Council of Churches is definitely 
modernistic, the enemy of the Bibie 
as we believe it, and of the Christ 
of the Bible, in our judgment. 


2. We believe that overhead ec- 
Clesiastical organization, whether 
in one denomination or over many 
denominations, are definitely con- 
trary to the teaching and example 
of the New Testament. Any leader 
or group of leaders who attempt to 
control Catholic churches as the 
Pope at Rome, or to control Prot- 
estant churches as the Federal 
Council of Churches seeks to do, 
or to control the Baptist churches 
and preachers as others sometimes 
try to do, is definitely contrary 
to the teaching and example of the 
New Testament. There were no 
headquarters and denominational 
bosses of the modern kind in the 
New Testament, and no one ever 
attempted to control doctrine and 
practice among the churches in 
New Testament times except the 
divinely commissioned apostles of 
Jesus Christ. So 1 am against the 
Federal Council of Churches, ‘The 
Bible teaches local, independent, 
New Testament churches, pastored 
by Spirit-filled men following the 
Bible in teaching and practice, un- 
der the Holy Spirit’s leadership. 
Any man or group of men who 
interferes with the divine plan is 
to be avoided. 

And, inevitably, false doctrine 
follows false practice. When you 
have an ecclesiastical headquarters, 
then loyalty to the machine tends 
to become more important than 
loyalty to the Word of God. So l 


_have nothing to do with Kagawa, 


the Federal Council of Churches, 
or any human headquarters seek- 
ing to control or dominate the af- 
fairs of preachers and churches. I 
have never favored, supported, en- 
dorsed nor had any dealings with 
the Federal Council of Churches 
and believe that preachers and 
churches everywhere ought to fol- 
low the same course.

not just the weekly sabbath which 
comes on Saturday, but this is an 
annual sabbath, the day they ate 
the passover, which came in this 
case on Thursday. Jesus was cru- 
cified on Wednesday, (Sundown 
begins a new day). The lambs 
are being killed everywhere 
and tomorrow is the passover (be- 
ginning at sundown). So they 
said, “we must take Him down. 
What will we do? We will have 
to kill them. We must put them to 
death before sundown.” The Jews 
wanted to observe form and cere- 
mony prematurely. Their Passover 
Lamb is dead on the cross but they 
did not know it, the blood is poured 
out for sinners, but the Jews don’t 
care. All they care about is to 
go on with their form and cere- 
mony, divinely given but with no 
meaning to them. They do not 
think and they do not care that 
Christ their Passover is sacrificed 
for them this day. 

Pilate said, “All right, kill them 
then, and get them down.” They 
came to the thief on this side and 
said, ‘“Let’s break his legs, that will 
kill him.” They have gone through 
pain here, agony, for hours and 
hours. Already the flies must have 
blown the sores of their scourging! 
Already their wrenched hands 
have been torn with the nails, their 
bodies scarred with rods. They said, 
“If they had some more vigorous 
punishment that will kill them.” So 
they started out to break their legs. 
They broke the legs of one thief, 
and someone else broke the legs of 
the other thief, to kill these two. 
And then they came to Jesus and 
He was dead already. I don’t know 
how they broke their legs. Perhaps 
with a Roman battle ax, or maybe 
they took a foot loose and twisted! 

When they came to the Lord Je- 
sus He was dead! 

Isn’t it strange that even the Ro-

man soldiers who didn’t have any 
compunction about driving the 
nails through His hands, when they 
saw He was dead already, said, 
“Let’s don’t break His legs.” They 
didn’t know, but some way a diviné 
compunction led them to fulfill the 
Scripture. 

For these 1,500 years it had been 
prophesied every time they killed 
the passover lamb, God had said, 
“Don't break a bone. A bone of 
him shall not be broken. Roast it 
whole with fire, and eat not of it 
at all sodden with water, and don’t 
break a bone.’ God somehow 
showed these men not to break His 
legs. One soldier said, “I will tell 
you what we will do just to make 
sure.” So he picked up a spear 
and pointed that to the side of the 
Saviour and thrust it deep into the 
heart of Jesus and there poured out 
blood and water from that wounded 
side and dripped down over the 
naked form of the Saviour to form 
a pool, a gory, clotted pool on the 
ground! They did this that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled: “A 
bone of him shall not be broken,” 
and another Scripture, “They shall 
look on Him whom they pierced.” 


I want to call attention to this 
unusual, remarkable fact. This was 
done acco to the Scriptures 
in every detail. By that I mean 
the Scriptures of the Old Testa- 
ment. I divide this Bible at the Old 
and New Testaments. Here is the 
Old, and here is the New. At the 
back of the New Testament are 
other helps and concordances, etc. 
You see the part that is New Tes- 
tament and the part that is Old 
Testament. (Holding up _ Bible, 
showing how much larger the w.u 
Testament is). All of that part was 
writen before the coming of the 
Saviour. Just that much is the 
New Testament. (Holding pages 
separately). Thatis all. Now no- 
tice this, the average preacher 
spends much time preaching on 
that much (New Testament), and 
leaves out that much (showing Old 
Testament). How foolish, how 
wrong that is. That much Scrip- 
ture foretells the coming of 
the Saviour to die for sin- 
ners. When the New Testament 
mentions “Scriptures”, it is talking 
about that Old Testment part of 
the Scriptures. Here it says all 
this was done that the Scriptures 
should be fulfilled. He was cruci- 
fied a certain way that the Scrip- 
tures should be fulfilled. 


The 15th chapter of First Corin- 
thians gives what Paul calls the 
Gospel. “I will tell you the gospel 
that I preached unto you whereby 
you are saved,” and he said this is 
the gospel: 


“For | delivered unto you first 
of all that which | also received, 
how that Christ died for our sins 
according to the Scriptures." 


Jesus died “according to the 
Scriptures.” .-God plainly foretold 
it, and every detail was fulfilled. If 
the devil could have had the bones 
of Jesus broken on the cross, the 
whole type, and promise and plan 
of God would have been ruined, and 
the Bible out of date, untrue, and 
you would have to get anoth- 
er Saviour. If Christ hadn’t died 
according to the Scriptures, and if 
the soldier hadn’t picked up a spear 
and pierced the side of Jesus, He 
could not have been the Saviour. He 
must die according to the Scrip- 
tures. Let me show you, then, 
some things about Him. 


O. T. Prophecies Fulfilled in Death 
of Christ 


First of all, Christ died in His 
prime. That is illustrated in the 
Old Testament by the passover 
lamb, foretold in Exodus 12:5: 
“Your lamb shall be without biem- 
ish, a male of the first year.” 

Next, He was the One, without 
blemish. The’ Scripture said he 
must be a male of the first year 
and without blemish. Christ, the 
sinless, stainless One, who never 
did wrong. 

Next, He is the tested one. The 
lamb was to be kept up for three 
days so that anything wrong could 
appear. Christ was tried. 

He was killed at the passover 
time exactly. Don’t you think it 
remarkable that it was planned 
ahead of time, and the type 1,500 
years ahead of time was given, and 
then when Jesus came to die, He

died on the day of the preparation 
of the passover—on that day when 
every home in that land went to 
the pen where they had had the 
lamb three days, and when Jesus 
died on the cross, little did people 
think that a few minutes before 
sundown that same hour when in 
every home they were killing the 
passover lamb all over the nation 
(Jesus died a few minutes before 
sundown) and the man went out 
and took the lamb, a male lamb of 
the first year, without spot of blem- 
ish, and took a knife ana held the 
lamb and cut its throat and that 
lamb died—isn’t it marvelous that 
at that hour Jesus died so that the 
type may be fulfilled? He is the 
Passover Lamb. Otherwise the 
planning through these years, 
375,000,000 lambs that had been 
put to death in that 1,500 years’ 
time, would have peen in vain if it 
did, not picture the Saviour. God 
made it fulfilled to the letter that 
Jesus should die according to the 
Scriptures, and that Jesus should 
die when the passover lamb was 
supposed to be slain. Christ our 
Passover Lamb died for sinners 
that day, as the blood was poured 
out, the blood trickled down from 
the side of the Saviour where the 
spear point went in. Christ ful- 
filled the Scripture in His death. 


More than that, Jesus died on the 
cross. The Jews would have liked 
to stone Jesus. The Roman law 
was rather strict. I remind you of 
this. Jews were under Roman law. 
They were subsidiary to the Rom- 
an government. Pilate was the 
rRoman governor of Judea. Now 
then, why didn’t they take Jesus 
and stone Him? Because at this 
particular time the Romans would 
not allow them to put anybody to 
death. If it had been two or three 
years later, or maybe only a few 
months, they could have killed Him 
as they did the martyred Stephen. 
Stephen was stoned to death. Why 
didn’t they take Jesus that way” 
God wouldn’t allow it! He was not 
to be killed that way. Not a bone 
was to be broken, for one thing. 
And for another, He must hang oa 
a tree and so be accursed for us. 


In Deuteronomy, the 21st chap- 
ter, the Scripture says: “For he 
that is hanged is cursed (Deut. 
21:23). Galatians 3:13 says: 
“Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us; for it is written, 
Cursed is every one that hangeth 
on a tree.” It was foretold that if 
Jesus was to bear the curse, if He 
was to bear my sin, if the Father 
must look down on His Son and 
turn His face away so He could cry 
out, “My God, My God, why hast 
Thou forsaken me?” then Jesus 
must die on a cross under a curse 
and not die as other men put to 
death by the Jews, being stoned. 
According to the Scripture, and 
that the Scripture might be ful- 
filled, Jesus died ON THE CROSS! 
Jesus died according to the Scrip- 
tures! 

Here is another one. “They 
pierced my hands and feet,” the 
22nd Psalm says. Read the 22nd 
Psalm and let your heart mourn 
over and meditate upon the suffer- 
ings of-our dear Savior. That Old 
Testament passage foretells as 
clearly as any passage in the New 
Testament the death of Jesus 
Christ, and-there it is said; ‘“‘They 
pierced my hands and my feet.” 
Jesus died according to the Scrip- 
tures, in the way planned and fore- 
told in the mind of God so He 
could fulfill all the types and bear 
man’s sin. 

In Zachariah 13:6 it is foretold 
that he should die. so. 


“And one shall say unto him, 
What are these wounds in thine 
hands? Then he shall answer, Those 
with which | was wounded in the 
house of my friends." 


So Jesus died according to the 
Scriptures, then, with nails in His 
hands. 


He was betrayed by a familiar 
friend. The betrayal was foretold 
in the Old Testament in Psalms 
41:9: 

"Yea, mine own familiar friend, 
in whom | trusted, which did eat 
of my bread, hath lifted up his 
heel against me.” 

That was foretold in the Old 
Testament, and when Jesus was 
betrayed, that Scripture was quot- 
ed and it was said “that it might 


be fulfilled.” So Judas betrayed 
Jesus Christ, according to the 


Scripture. 
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It was foretold that He would be 
sold for thirty pieces of silver® 
Zachariah 11, verses 12, 13, say: 

"And | said unto them, if y 
think good, give me my price; andy, 
if not, forbear. So they weighed 
for my price thirty pieces of sil- 
ver. 

"And the Lord said unto me

That is in the Old Testament, 
and in the New Testament when v. 


Jesus was crucified, Matthew told 
about it as follows: 


"And said unto them, vat will? » ‘ 
ye give me, and | will deliver him 
unto you?" (Judas said that to the 
Pharisees) “And they cvenanted. , 
with him for thirty pieces of silver." 

That isn’t all.. It was foretold 
in the Scripture—Jesus must die 
according to the Scripture—it was 
foretold that Christ should die, 
that Pontius Pilate and Herodfrom, j . 
Galilee and the Sanhedrin under 
the high priest, all should combine 
to put Jesus to death. Remember 
in the Second Psalm the Scripture _

"The kings of the earth stood 
up, and the rulers were gathered 
together against the Lord, and * 
against his Christ. 

“For of a truth against thy 
holy child Jesus, whom thou hast 
anointed, both Herod, and Pontius 
Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the 
people of Israel, were gathered > 
together."

Has God forgotten His people, “has 
God cast.away His people? God 
forbid.” God ‘still will keep His 
promise. But this is meant for a 
chastisement on the race. You have 
no independent race in Palestine, 
you have no nation of your own, 
there is no congress of Jews, no 
distinctive Jewish literature any 
more. Jews are outcasts in every 
nation. Many are prominent, yei 
some way they are despised be- 
cause they rejected their king.

“Do you believe that Jews will be 
brougnt back and that they will see 
Jesus? They certainly will. Some- 
body said God is done with the 
Jews. No, No! He is not. You 
haven't read your Bible or you 
wouldn't believe it.

I have a scar on my arm that I 
cut with an ax when I was five 
years old.

When I come to see Jesus, I don’t 
want them to take away His scars. 
I will know Him by the prints of 
the nails in His hands. Throughout 
the ages of eternity, every time 
when I see Jesus and see the scars 
where they drove the nails, I will 
say, “I am safe for the rest of 
eternity!
